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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of neither teaches nor fairly suggests the treatment of dry eye through the 
administration of macrolides. The specification sets out at page 1 , lines 8-10, as "a 
condition wherein lacrimal fluid is less in amount or abnormal in quality, with or without 
the presence of a corneal and conjunctival lesion." Conditions which can cause dry eye 
syndrome are well known in the art and are listed in the lines that follow. 

The closest prior art is that of Honbo et al, which is directed to the treatment of 
vernal or seasonal conjunctivitis. This however differs from keratoconjunctivitis sicca 
which is the conjunctivitis specific to dry eye. Instead, Honbo et al is directed to the use 
of macrlides in treating the allergic reaction which causes vernal conjunctivitis.
